GERMANS DRIVEN

VIOLENT

Kaiser's Flanking Army on Right Forced
to Surrender Ground Gained Several
Days Ago, French War Office States.
Invaders Still Hold St. Mihiel.

Battle Line Spreads Across Bélgian Front-
ier as British Warships Assemble at
Ostend to Protect French Coast—Ber-
lin Announces Steady Progress.

< PARIS, Oct. 8,

The Alifed armies again hro on the
effensive. It oﬂkaigll}' {s announced
that they are slowly reg@ining evary
foot of the territory sacrificed to the
Germane in the early days of this weelk.
The Germans are belng thrown back
hetwesn the Bomme and the Ofse, and
have baen driven north of Arras.

All along the northern frontier of
France the mounted troops of both
armies are in battle. The officlal com-
munique laconically says that the fight-
Ing "extends nearly to the North Sea”
Behind that announcement 18 contained
the declaration that the Germans are
still doing their utmoest to cut the Brit-
fsh lines of communication. And, to
prevent this, the erack French cavalry,
assisted by the Indlan horsemen of
King George, are fighting desperately,
and, according to all reports, BUCCEsS-
fully.

Thera was a more confident ring in
today's statement than at any time this
week. It is declared hers that the Brit-
tsh and French reinforcements already
are on the firing line and that it is due
to their efforts that the Germans are
belng driven back.

The Germans continue eafforts to re-
sume the offensive in the Woevre re-
gion, bhut so far they have falled. In
every attempt they have heen repulsed
with heavy losses, It Is now accepted
that there will be a long delay befors
a decisive result can be obtained in the
north.

The Germans continue to bring their

peserve lines into action, indlecating that

their preparedness is phenomenal,

These reserve divisions are reported to
be fully as well mtnt‘l out as are the
first-line troops.

There I8 no news from Antwerp. The
seal of government has been moved to
Ostend, and little surprise will be ex-
pressed here |f Antwerp, after lts hon-
orable resistance, I8 surrendered to pre-
vent Its destructlon.

Thervtipon the
Germans brought their artillery acoross
the Neothe: Two houra® notice wan glven
for the Inhabitants to leave and thou-

A terrifie rain of shot and shell I8 now
ralning upon the inner ring of fortiflea-
tlons, heing  directed principally upon
fortn No, 2, 3, 4 and 6.

(While thin dispatch does not admit the
fall of the outor forts that the Garmans
cinim to have cnptured, the news that
the beslegers bhave crossed the Nathe
showsa that the German clalms are sub-
stantially correct, as Forta Waelhem,
Wavre-Ste, Catherine, Koenigehoyeht,
Lierre, Kessel and Broechem are on the
Neathe or are close ta it.)
